Accordingly, the 
proposal includes a ‘teenage 
market’ to nurture young 
entrepreneurial talent and a 


‘student makers market’ to 
support local creatives. 

The idea of rooftop bee 
hives has been floated to 
produce honey, as well as a 
live music stage on market 
days which would run in 
conjunction with a music 
mentoring programme. 

Kay Richardson, 
WESTRA’s Market 
Development Manager, 
said: “Help us regenerate 
one of London’s oldest 


street markets. Please back 
our project.” 

Local traders and aspiring 
entrepreneurs are also 
being encouraged to apply 
to join the market. Thirty 
traders will be selected to 
initially run stalls on the 
first Saturday of every 
month. The deadline for 
applications is 21 August.

Residents urged to vote for new 
mayor after Jules Pipe resigns 

FIACKNEY will go to the polls on 1 5 September to elect a 
new Mayor following the resignation of Jules Pipe CBE. 
After 14 years as the borough’s elected Mayor, 

Pipe last month announced that he would stand 
down after being appointed Deputy Mayor of London 
for Planning, Regeneration and Skills in Sadiq Khan’s 
new administration. 

The elected Mayor leads Hackney Council and the full 
range of services it provides. The Mayor can appoint a 
cabinet of councillors tasked with overseeing specific 
areas of the Council. 

Nominations for candidates for the mayoral vacancy 
close at 4pm on 1 8 August. Details of all those standing 
will be available on the Council website and a booklet 
will be sent to registered voters ahead of the election. 
Anyone who is not already registered to vote, or who 
has moved home since the European Union referendum, 
should visit: www.gov.uk/register-to-vote before 
30 August. 

New ward councillor elected 

SOPHIE CONWAY was elected as 
the Labour ward councillor for 
Hackney Central in a by-election 
on 21 July. 

The by-election was called 
following the resignation of former 
Deputy Mayor of Hackney, Sophie 
Linden, who resigned to take up 
the post of Deputy Mayor of London for Policing and Crime 
in Sadiq Khan’s new administration. 

Cllr Conway received 1 ,354 votes, Russell James 
French (Lib Dem), 1 1 3; Mustafa Korel (Independent), 55; 
Siobhan MacMahon (Green), 178; and Christopher Sills 
(Conservative), 1 01 . Turnout was 1 8.6 per cent.

The two stick figures 
holding hands against a 
rainbow backdrop is a 
powerful symbol of love 
and LGBT+ (lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender, 
plus) equality. 

Manufactured by 
Flagmakers, who make 
flags for the Queen, the 
banner will be on display 
at the museum in Reading 
Lane until October. 

It will then be auctioned, 
with all the money raised 
going towards a local 
LGBT+ project or charity. 

The banner’s creator 
is a Hackney resident 
himself, and renowned for 
his socially-conscious 
murals, including the 
‘Sleeping Baby’ at 
Homerton hospital. 

Stik said: “This banner 
is a symbol of universal 
connection, but the fact 
that two people holding 
hands can be seen as an 
act of defiance says that

W E’VE all got a 

good idea inside 
us,” says Ella 
Doran. Adding: 
“The tricky bit is dragging 
that idea into reality and 
making it happen. My 
20 years of experience 
has taught me you need 
two things for that: funds 
and energy.” 

Today, the Hackney 
resident’s quirkily 
designed homeware can 
be found everywhere from 
the Tate Modern shop to 
John Lewis and around the 
world too. 

Growing up in the West 
Country, however, she 
says: “I just knew I was 
obsessed with making 
things. I’d use anything 
I could get my hands 
on - paper, wood, cut up 
magazines - but felt tip 
pens were my obsession. 
They were banned in 
the hippy Steiner school 
I went to, but I’ve always 
liked to mix things up 
a bit.” 

After enrolling on an 
art foundation course that 
she describes as ‘the best 
year of my college life’ 

- she loved the mix of 
different creative arts - she 
came back to London to 
study textiles. It was at 
her degree show that her 
work was spotted and an 
unusual offer made. 

Ella explains: “A woman 
dropped into the show and 
was drawn to my work. 

She had a printworks in 
Kenya, designing and 
selling traditional Kanga 
prints. She asked if I 
wanted to visit and throw 
design ideas around. It 
wasn’t a job, but ‘make of 
it what you will’ she said. 
So I went.” 

Her adventure left her 
with a love of nature 
that has stayed with her 
ever since, informing her 
designs even today. It also 
gave her the confidence, on 
her return to London, to 
start her own business. 

She laughs: “I’ve always 
found it very difficult to 



be told what to do. So I 
knew I wanted to be my 
own boss and do things 
my own way, it just wasn’t 
always easy.” 

“I got a loan from the 
Prince’s Trust. Looking 
back, it was important 
that it was a loan instead 
of a grant because I had to 
pay it back, which meant 
really learning business 
skills. My communication 
and people skills opened 
doors for me, then I learnt 
business on the job,” 
she explains. 

Funds secured, she 
attacked her goals with a

dizzying energy. Within 
a year, she moved to 
Hackney, launched her 
business and had her first 
child. She says: “The early 
stages of digital were just 
emerging back then, and 
I discovered the idea of 
using that technology to 
put photographed images 
and patterns onto mats 
and coasters.” 

She took these to trade 
shows and so the seeds of 
her homeware business 
were sown. Today, the 
business might be global, 
but her inspiration comes 
from closer to home. 


In fact, one of her most 
popular designs is called 
Bikes of Hackney and 
features - yep, you guessed 
it - bikes in different 
colourful shapes and sizes 
that she has spotted and 
photographed around the 
borough, now transposed 
onto stationery, coasters, 
cushions and mats. 

Ella says: “I’m a 
passionate back-road 
cyclist. I love to cycle 
around Hackney, to the 
market, to my kids’ school, 
to the park . . . It’s such 
a vibrant and inspiring 
community, but it needs 
to stay a place where all 
kinds of people can live 
and work if it is to keep 
its magic.” 

The magic of her own 
brand, meanwhile, shows 
no signs of waning. For 
Ella, however, success 
comes with a sense of 
responsibility. 

She says: “I reached 
a kind of tipping point 
around the time I started 
producing things for 
John Lewis and the like. 
We were just making so 
much stuff and I started to 
realise how much pressure 
it was putting both on me 
and on the environment. 

It wasn’t sustainable for 
either of us.” 

Now, Ella focuses a lot 
of her time and energy 
on redressing that. She 
says: “If you don’t put the 
stuff I make in the right 
bin, it could end up in 
landfill. Designers have 
a responsibility to think 
about that. So I want to 
use the voice I now have 
to spread the importance 
of designing with 
sustainability in mind, 
creating objects that can be 
disassembled and reused 
for example.” 

So for Ella, the future is 
green. It’s also, for young 
designers at least, hopeful. 
“Things have changed 
since I started out on my 
own. It’s so much easier 
to expose your ideas to 
the world today ... So go 
for it!”

All those who 
work to maintain the parks 
and gardens, and the local 
communities that keep them 
clean and tidy, should be 
incredibly proud.” 

International Green Flag 
Award scheme manager, 


Paul Todd, said: “We are 
delighted to be celebrating 
another record-breaking 
year for the Green Flag 
Award scheme, especially 
as we celebrate the 20th 
anniversary of the awards.” 

Hackney has the 
fourth-highest number of 
Green Flags in the capital, 
recognition that since 2010 
the Council has invested 
around £22million in 
its parks, with a further 
£8million planned over the 
next few years.

THE Mayor of London, Sadiq Khan, is to help Hackney 
tackle toxic air quality and filthy emission fumes. 

The borough is among eight boroughs that will 
benefit from the creation of five low Emission 
Neighbourhoods’ thanks to an £1 1 million fund. 

By injecting more cash and securing ‘like-for-like’ 
funding from boroughs, the Mayor has expanded the 
number of these neighbourhoods from two to five. They 
will come into full effect by the start of 201 9. 

This is the latest initiative in the Mayor’s fight against 
London’s filthy air, which was kickstarted earlier this 
month at the launch of a major public consultation. 
Proposals in the consultation include an Emissions 
Surcharge from 2017, for the most polluting vehicles 
entering central London; and the extension of the Ultra- 
Low Emission Zone by 2020 or earlier. 

The proposal for the City Fringe Low Emissions 
Neighbourhood, covering Hackney, Islington and 
Tower Hamlets, includes tree-planting, an emphasis 
on walking and cycling with improved pavements and 
cycle routes, and parking spaces for the sole use of 
the cleanest vehicles. 

Mayor Khan said: “Make no mistake: London is in the 
midst of an air quality crisis. We need urgent and bold 
action and this includes targeted local initiatives to 
tackle some of the worst pollution hotspots in London. 
“So I’m delighted to announce that we will now be 
funding five key areas across London helping to tackle 
air pollution and transforming neighbourhoods.”

Hackney to become a ‘low 
emission neighbourhood’ 


Traffic reduction schemes along Cycle Superhighway 1 to be trialled in autumn 


TRANSPORT for London 
(TfL) and the Council have 
confirmed that two traffic 
reduction schemes along Cycle 
Superhighway 1 (CSl)willbe 
implemented on a trial basis 
this autumn. 

Through-motor traffic 
at five junctions in the De 
Beauvoir Road area and three 


junctions around Wordsworth 
Road, N16, will be restricted. 
Residents, emergency services, 
those making deliveries, or 
collecting refuse will still have 
access to this area via vehicle. 

The measures will be 
implemented for up to 1 8 
months to allow TfL and the 
Council to monitor the impact 


on traffic flows and carry 
out a further consultation 
with residents to determine 
whether to make the closures 
permanent, remove the 
closures, or extend the trial 
period. CS1 was completed 
in April and runs on roads 
parallel to the A10. Further 
improvements were identified 


to make the areas around De 
Beauvoir and Wordsworth 
Road more welcoming and 
address concerns of ‘rat- 
running’ on minor roads.

Primary pupils create a stir 
by selling their own chutneys 

PUPILS from Hoxton Garden Primary School sold their 
own hand-made chutneys to shoppers after learning 
about the journey of food from seed to supermarket. 
They had been taking part in the national Schools to 
Market programme, run by Whole Foods Market, the 
Whole Kids Foundation, and School Food Matters, a 
UK charity dedicated to improving school meals and 
educating children about where food comes from. 

The project sees children visiting farms and taking part in 
cooking demonstrations and marketing workshops. 

On 1 3 July, the youngsters sold their products to customers 
at the Whole Foods Market store in Stoke Newington. 

Pupils at Hoxton Garden primary also won a new 
greenhouse for the school after winning an art competition 
to create sculptures out of fruit and vegetables.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 


Hackney has an executive Mayor, who is not a councillor, but is 
directly elected by the entire borough. This election will take 
place on 15 September. The Mayor is the political leader of 
the Council, overseeing the budget and all Council services. 
Civic and ceremonial duties are undertaken by the Speaker of 
Hackney who is elected annually from among the borough’s 57 
councillors. The current Speaker is Cllr Rosemary Sales.

H CKNEY’S parks 
ive once again 
*en recognised, 
inning 21 Green 
Flag awards this year, with 
two public spaces gaining 
the accolade on their first 
ever application. 

One of these is the tiny 
Mark Street Gardens, in 
Shoreditch, a tranquil 
haven tucked away near 
busy Great Eastern Street. 
The award is particularly 
welcome as it is one of 
Hackney’s newest parks, 
created in the early 1980s, 
next to the former St 
Michael’s Church. 

The church was built 
between 1863-5 by architect 
James Brooks to serve the 
growing population of a 
newly formed parish. He 
received patronage from 
Dr Robert Brett of Stoke 
Newington, the author 


of religious manuals, the 
proceeds from which 
he donated to church 
building schemes. Brooks 
also designed a number of 
churches in Shoreditch - 
including the still surviving 
St Augustine’s in Yorkton 
Road, and St Columba in 
Haggerston - and lived 
at The Grange, in Stoke 
Newington, another of his 
own brick buildings, now 
42 Clissold Crescent. 

Within the next decade 
a vicarage had been added, 
along with the Convent of 
St Mary at the Cross. The 
convent was to the west 
of the church, while the 
gardens lie to the south on 
the former site of a block 
of artisan dwellings named 
Langbourne Buildings, 
which were built by 
philanthropist Sydney 
Waterlow in 1863. 

He turned a small 
family stationery firm into 
a worldwide company 


producing engraving plates 
for stamps and currency 
notes. Waterlow also took 
a close interest in social 
problems in the cramped 
and poverty-ridden slums 
of London and sought to 
find solutions. 

Langbourne Buildings 
was his first project, named 
after the City ward of which 
he was Alderman, and 
designed in conjunction 
with Stoke Newington 
builder Matthew Allen. 
They wanted to create 
housing units that were easy 
to build and let and would 
bring in modest but stable 
dividends for the owners. 

Shoreditch Vestry - 
the local government 


organisation of the time 
- criticised the design of 
the five-storey building 
for blocking the light to 
neighbouring streets, and 
also claimed that the rents 
charged were beyond the 
means of the very people 
whose slum homes had 
been cleared to make way 
for the new project. They 
had to find accommodation 
in the remaining housing 
stock which became 
even more crowded and 
insanitary as a result. 
Waterlow’ s flats themselves 
were not without fault, 
with toilets and sculleries 
housed in projecting 
wings that blocked the 
light to other rooms, 


and a tortuous staircase 
accessing the upper floors. 
The revolutionary use of 
concrete did however 
find approval. 

Waterlow stated: “All I 
have endeavoured to show 
is that capital, expended 
in the erection of light, 
cheerful, healthy habitations 
for the industrial classes 
in crowded cities, may be 
made to yield a fair interest 
on its investment, if care is 
taken to avoid extravagance 
in external architectural 
decoration or loss by large 
management expenses.” 

Langbourne Buildings 
was demolished in 1978 
and the site acquired by 
Hackney Council to be 
redeveloped into a public 
garden. Mark Street has 
disappeared as a through- 
road, though its original 
line is followed by the 
garden’s central pathway. 
One feature of the space is 
a memorial to Sidney Smith 


who died in 1870, though 
nobody now knows who 
he was, or what he did to 
be remembered. 

Recent redevelopment 
work has seen tropical 
plants and invertebrate 
habitats installed as well 
as new circular seating 
around Smith’s memorial, 
providing an oasis of peace 
where visitors can sit and 
wonder who Sidney Smith 
might have been.

• Put all the ingredients in the pan and bring to 
the boil.

Put the 
fish on a baking tray and cover with the sauce
